BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY CXM-TTSSIONERS OF PAIi-I 
BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, THAT: 

SECTION 1. This ordinance is .authorized by Section 336.025, 
Florida Statuses as created by Section 55 of Chapter 83-3, Laws of 
Florida and other applicable law. 

SECTION 2. A two (2£) cent local option gas tax is hereby 
imposed upon every gallon of motor fuel and special fuel sold in Palm 
Beach County and tcixed under the provisions of Chapter 206, Florida 
Statutes. 

SECTION 3. The tax levy hereby made shall be effective from 
September 1, 1983 to August 31, 1988, both inclusive. 

SECTION A. The proceeds of the tax levied by this ordinance 
shall be divided and distributed by the Florida Department of Revenue as 
provided in an interlocal agreement by and between Palin Beach County and 
the municipalities located within said county. As provided in said 
interlocal agreement. Palm Beach County shall receive two-thirds (2/3) 
of the proceeds of: said tax and the municipalities shall collectively 
receive one-twird (1/3) of the proceeds of said tax. Each eligible
